Combat  unlikely,  but  U.S.  troops  remain 

TEGUCIGALPA,  Honduras  —  American  soldiers  practiced  military  ma¬ 
neuvers  Sunday  on  a  Honduran  airstrip  just  21  miles  from  the  Nicaraguan 
border,  but  U.S.  officials  said  the  threat  from  Sandihista  troops  had  subsided 
and  combat  appeared  unlikely. 

“These  guys  are  not  going  to  get  involved  in  any  sort  of  conflict,”  said  Maj. 
Gary  Hovatter,  spokesman  for  U.S.  troops  here. 

Nicaragua  formally  protested  a  Honduran  bombing  raid  on  Sandinista  posi¬ 
tions  Saturday  as  an  unwarranted  act  of  aggression.  It  has  denied  that  its 
troops  crossed  the  jungle-choked  border  dividing  the  nations. 

U.S.  officials  in  Washington  said  the  Sandinistas  appeared  to  be  drawing 
back  from  the  Honduran  border  and  predicted  that  the  training  exercises 
involving  3,200  U.S.  troops  soon  would  end. 

An  exercise  that  was  viewed  by  a  U.S.  House  delegation,  was  held  about  80 
miles  south  of  the  Bocay  border  region,  where  Honduran  fighters  on  Saturday 
dropped  bombs  on  Sandinista  positions. 

Honduran  officials  said  the  raid  was  carried  out  because  about  600  Sandin¬ 
istas  troops  were  moving  too  slowly  from  the  disputed  Bocay  area,  which 
Honduras  considers  its  territory.  Two  Honduran  jet  fighters  carried  out  a 
similar  raid  Thursday. 

No  one  was  hurt  in  either  raid  and  no  damage  was  reported  in  Saturday’s 
attack. 

Voting  takes  place  in  spite  of  threat 

SAN  SALVADOR,  El  Salvador  —  Salvadorans  vowing  not  to  be  intimi¬ 
dated  by  guerrilla  threats  voted  Sunday  in  legislative  and  municipal  elections 
after  explosions  ripped  through  the  capital  and  sabotage  knocked  out  power  to 
much  of  the  nation. 

Early  turnout  was  moderate,  without  long  lines  at  polling  places  in  the 
capital. 

There  were  some  organizational  difficulties,  including  late  delivery  of  ballot 
boxes  to  some  voting  stations  and  arguments  over  the  placement  of  party 
observers  at  tables  where  registrations  were  checked. 

The  entire  capital  was  without  electricity  after  leftist  guerrillas  blew  up 
transmission  towers  outside  the  city.  The  outage  meant  that  virtually  no  one  in 
the  city  had  running  water,  as  the  state-owned  utility’s  pumps  run  on  electric¬ 
ity. 

The  outage  knocked  almost  all  radio  stations  off  the  air.  Only  the  army’s 
Radio  Cuscatlan,  which  has  a  powerful  generator,  was  broadcasting  news. 

Beach  riot  kills  two  and  injures  six 

PORT  ARANSAS,  Texas  — Hundreds  ofpartying  young  people  rioted  on  a 
Gulf  Coast  beach  during  the  night  before  police  moved  in  with  tear  gas  and 
helicopters  early  Sunday.  And  a  car  that  sped  off  a  nearby  ferry  dock  was 
pulled  out  of  the  ocean  vnth  two  bodies  inside. 

“What  you  have  down  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  intoxication  going 
on.  All  it  takes  sometimes  is  for  someone  to  bump  into  someone  else.  The 
crowd  just  turned  into  a  riot,”  said  Jim  Kaelin,  an  officer  with  the  Texas 
Department  of  Public  Safety. 

At  least  four  people  were  stabbed  and  two  law  officers  were  injured  in  the 
midnight  beach  melee,  police  said.  Eight  people  were  arrested,  and  one  person 
remained  hospitalized  Sunday. 

“One  thing  led  to  another,  and  it  became  a  riot  out  there,”  said  Coast  Guard 
spokesman  Anthony  E.  Lloyd  in  Corpus  Christi. 

Lloyd  said  most  of  the  students  appeared  to  be  high-school  age.  About 
30,000  students  were  staying  in  this  island  resort  for  spring  break,  he  said. 

Port  Aransas  police  referred  all  queries  Sunday  to  city  manager  Gordon 
Beck. 

First  soldier  dies  in  Palestinian  protests 

BETHLEHEM,  Occupied  West  Bank  —  A  gunman  opened  fire  at  close 
range  Sunday  on  a  reserve  soldier  standing  guard  near  a  Palestinian  refugee 
camp,  marking  the  first  Israeli  army  fatality  in  four  months  of  unrest  in  the 
occupied  lands. 

The  army’s  chief  of  staff,  Gen.  Dan  Shomron,  said  the  shooting  could  augur 
greater  use  of  guns  by  Palestinian  activists.  He  stopped  short  of  saying  it 
signaled  a  major  change  in  the  tactics  of  protesters,  who  have  mainly  hurled 
stones  and  bottles  at  Israel’s  occupation  forces. 

But  Defense  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  indicated  stronger  action  would  be 
taken  to  quell  Palestinian  uprisings. 

“To  the  extent  that  extremist  Palestinian  terrorist  elements  try  to  combine 
terrorist  acts  with  the  civilian  disturbances,  we  will  have  to  adjust  our  opera¬ 
tions  and  take  harsher  measures  to  cope  with  both,”  he  said. 

The  army  identified  the  slain  soldier  as  Sgt.  Moshe  Katz,  28,  from  thei 
northern  port  city  of  Haifa. 

Polls  show  Democrat  as  early  leader 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Industrialist  Jon  Huntsman  holds  an  early  lead  over 
Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  in  the  Republican  gubernatorial  contest,  but  both  men 
trail  Democrat  Ted  Wilson,  two  separate  polls  showed. 

In  a  poll  conducted  Thursday  by  Dan  Jones  &  Associates  for  the  Deseret 
News,  Wilson  leads  Bangerter  58-30  percent  and  Wilson  leads  Huntsman 
50-33  percent. 

Jones  polled  604  Utahns  matching  Huntsman,  Bangerter  and  Republican 
businessman  Merrill  Cook,  who  has  said  he  may  run,  against  each  other  and 
against  Wilson. 

The  survey  found  that  if  the  primary  election  were  held  today,  46  percent 
would  vote  for  Huntsman,  34  percent  for  Bangerter,  2  percent  for  someone 
else,  and  18  percent  didn’t  know. 

Huntsman’s  lead  over  Bangerter  closed  somewhat  when  just  Republicans  or 
“very  conservative”  voters  are  considered.  Huntsman  leads  48-40  among 
Republicans,  46-41  among  those  who  said  they  are  very  consei'vative. 


BYU's  calendar  is  too  tight  for  spring  break

Ah  ...  spring.  That  time  of  the  year 
when  the  grass  is  out,  the  flowers  are 
out,  the  birds  are  out  and  every  col¬ 
lege  student  in  the  United  States  is 
out  —  except  BYU  students. 

For  almost  all  university  students, 
the  third  week  in  March  means  spring 
break  and  time  to  relax.  BYU  does 
not  have  this  break  because  it  is  on  a 
trimester  schedule,  which  is  a  year- 
round  program,  and  does  not  have 
enough  room  to  fit  in  a  week  for 
spring,  said  Paul  Richards,  director 
of  BYU  Public  Communications. 

“It  would  be  difficult  to  get  in  all  the 
necessary  days  and  still  allow  for 


other  holidays.  The  calendar  is  very 
tight,”  he  said. 

In  order  to  remain  accredited, 
BYU  must  have  70  days  of  instruction 
per  semester.  The  spring  and  sum¬ 
mer  terms  together  equal  one 
semester  so  there  is  very  little  time  to 
fit  in  vacations. 

Richards  said  BYU  is  this  way  to 
benefit  the  students  by  ending  winter 
semester  early  and  giving  them  an 
early  start  at  jobs. 

University  of  California  at  Berke¬ 
ley  also  operates  on  an  early  semester 
schedule,  but  includes  a  spring  break 
into  the  year.  When  the  school 
changed  back  to  this  system  in  1982 
(from  a  quarter  system),  pressure 
from  the  students  kept  the  spring 


break,  said  Ray  Colvit,  public  infor¬ 
mation  officer  for  UC-Berkeley. 

“It’s  imporant  and  necessary  be¬ 
cause  it’s  a  long  school  year  and  the 
students  need  time  to  take  care  of 
personal  things,  to  travel  and  to 
study,”  he  said. 

Arizona  State  University  also  has  a 
spring  break  in  its  semester  schedule. 
George  Cathcart,  director  of  ASU  in¬ 
formation  services,  said  he  speculates 


the  reason  may  have  originated  fro 
the  need  for  students  to  be  out 
school  for  spring  planting  and  sui 
mer  picking  of  crops. 

The  University  of  Utah  has 
spring  break  one  week  right  after  i 
winter  term.  “It’s  just  a  matter 
timing,”  said  Cyndi  Mullendoi^ 
scheduling  specialist  at  the  U.  “V 
try  to  make  all  the  days  the  same  p 
quarter.”

In  1868  a  San  Francisco  newspaper 
desribed  the  land  that  is  now  Golden 
Gate  Park  as  being  a  “bleak  waste¬ 
land”  and  Wasted  the  city  for  purchas¬ 
ing  the  1,000-plus  acres. 

Then,  when  the  city  founders  asked 
the  area’s  foremost  city  park  archi¬ 
tect  to  help  design  the  new  park,  he 
refused,  saying  he  doubted  that  trees 
could  grow  in  San  Francisco.  He  later 
admitted  he  was  wrong. 

Today  the  park,  lush  with  botanical 
gardens,  contains  three  museums,  a 
world-renowned  aquarium,  a  hand- 
carved  carousel,  a  nine-hole  golf 
course,  lakes,  tennis  courts,  a  herd  of 
bison,  horseshoe  courts,  baseball  dia¬ 
monds,  miles  of  walking  and  biking 
trails,  and  60  monuments  and  statues. 

The  park  is  a  half-mile  wide  and 
three  miles  long,  from  the  famous 
Haight-Ashbury  district  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean. 

But  because  it  is  so  well-planned. 


the  park  can  boast  many  attractions 
and  not  appear  crowded.  In  fact,  one 
of  Golden  Gate  Park’s  charms  is  the 
diversity  of  activities  and  people. 
There  is  something  new,  exciting  and 
beautiful  wherever  a  visitor  wanders. 

The  Conserva¬ 
tory  of  Flowers, 
the  park’s  oldest 
building,  is  an  elab¬ 
orate  Victorian 
greenhouse  filled 
with  vines  (one 
planted  in  1883), 
rare  ferns  and 
other  plants.  The 
conservatory  was 
built  in  Europe  and 
was  reassembled  at 
the  park  by  Fran¬ 
ciscan  monks  in  »  .  n 

1879. 

Near  the  conservatory  is  one  of  the 
oldest  playgrounds  in  the  United 
States:  the  Connolly  Playground.  Its 
highlight  is  ;a  1912  carousel  with  music 
from  a  1926$  (jernian  organ.

The  M.H.  de  Young  Museum,  the 
Music  Concourse  and  the  Japanese 
Tea  Garden  were  built  as  part  of  the 
1894  Mid-Winter  International  Expo¬ 
sition. 

The  de  Young  Museum’s  40  gal¬ 
leries  include  some  of  the  finest  pieces 
of  art  in  the  world.  Collections  range 
from  ancient  European  and  African 
art  to  modem  works.  Artisits  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  museum  include  Rem¬ 
brandt,  El  Greco,  John  Singer  Sar¬ 
gent  and  Winslow  Homer. 

This  spring,  the  de  Young  exhibits 
include  “Viewpoints:  California 
Landscapes,”  a  Pre-Colombian  art 
collection  and  folk  quilts. 

The  Asian  Art  Museum  is  noted  for 
its  vast  collection  of  art  from  China, 
Japan,  Korea,  India,  Southeast  Asia, 
Tibet  and  Iran.  April  6  to  July  10,  the 
museum  will  present  a  collection  of 
Asian  embroideries. 

Next  to  the  Asian  Art  Museum  is 
the  Japanese  Tea  Garden.  Dramati¬ 
cally  carved  gates  open  to  meticu- 
lously-cared-for  bonsai,  paths  wind¬ 
ing  through  hills  and  over  streams, 
and  a  Japanese  tea  house.  A  1790 
bronze  Buddha  and  a  highly  arched 
bridge  are  highlights  of  the  garden. 

The  Academy  of  Sciences  includes  a 
planetarium,  an  aquarium  and  ex¬ 
hibits  on  space,  animals  and  botany. 

The  Morrison  Planetarium  pre¬ 
sents  nightly  laser  light  shows  and 
“Beyond  the  Milky  Way,”  a  documen¬ 
tary  on  space. 

Dolphins  perform  for  audiences 
through  an  underground,  glass- 
walled  aquarium,  and  in  the  Fish 
Roundabout,  visitors  stand  in  the 
middle  of  a  huge,  glass-walled  aquar¬ 
ium. 

Also  in  the  academy  are  fossils,  dio¬ 
ramas  and  scientific  displays. 
Through  the  end  of  April,  two  special 
displays  can  be  seen.  “Space  Visions: 
The  Art  of  Chesley  Bonestell”  dis¬ 
plays  the  artist’s  realistic  portrayals 
of  outer  space,  and  “The  Far  Side  of 
Science”  features  150  original  car¬ 
toons  by  Gary  Larson. 

_  The  Strybing 

Arboredum,  a  “liv¬ 
ing  museum  of 
plants,”  is  made  up 
of  a  number  of  dif¬ 
ferent  gardens, 
each  with  its  own 
theme,  such  as  the 
Biblical  Garden, 
the  Garden  of  Fra¬ 
grance,  the 

Conifer  Garden 
and  the  Garden  of 
Native  California 
Plants. 

There  are  few  places  that  can  boast 
the  variety  of  events  and  activities 
than  Golden  Gate  Park  has.  The  park 
is  a  necessary  detour  on  any  trip 
through  Northern  California.

SANTA  FE,  N.M,  —  A  study  us¬ 
ing  ultrasonic  heart  scans  called 
echocardiograms  has  found  that  peo¬ 
ple  with  an  enlarged  left  side  of  the 
heart  are  two  to  three  times  as  likely 
as  others  to  have  a  heart  attack  or 
stroke,  researchers  said  Friday. 

The  defect,  called  left  ventricular 
hypertrophy,  has  previously  been  as¬ 
sociated  with  congestive  heart  fail¬ 
ure.  But  this  is  the  first  time  it  has 
been  identified  as  an  independent  risk 
factor  for  strokes  and  heart  attacks, 
said  Dr.  William  Castelli,  who  pre¬ 
sented  the  findings  at  a  meeting  of  the 
American  Heart  Association. 

“The  size  of  your  left  ventricle  is 


going  to  be  the  price  you  pay  for  high 
blood  pressure  and  overweight,” 
Castelli  said.  “That  should  be  recog¬ 
nized  now  as  a  powerful  risk  factor. 
It’s  as  powerful  as  cholesterol,  blood 
pressure  and  smoking,  and  indeed  in 
the  short  term  it’s  even  slightly  more 
powerful  than  some  of  those  tradi¬ 
tional  risk  factors. 

“It  means  that  person  is  headed  in  a 
big  way  for  heart  attack  or  stroke,”  he 
said. 

The  left  ventricle  is  the  main  pump¬ 
ing  chamber  that  sends  blood  through 
the  body’s  arteries.  The  mass  of  the 
ventricle  —  representing  both  its  size 
and  the  thickness  of  the  muscle  —  is 
what  is  correlated  with  increased 
risk.

Cornberg  said  even  though  the 
weather  might  look  good  in  the  val¬ 
ley,  people  should  be  prepared  for 
anything  while  traveling  because  a 
storm  might  be  moving  towards  or 
already  be  in  the  mountains  and 
canyons. 

He  said  that  almost  all  of  the  the 
people  who  have  been  stranded  in 
their  car  and  died  from  exposure 
made  a  mistake  in  their  preparation 
for  the  trip. 

“I  think  the  average  person  is  not 
prepared  (for  bad  weather  or  to  get 
stuck), ’’said  Cornberg. 

“I  don’t  think  the  average  person 
would  have  anything  but  a  spare  tire 
in  the  trunk,”  he  said. 

Platt  said,  “Before  traveling  make 
sure  your  car  is  mechanically  sound.” 

Motorists  should  check  their  tires, 
belts,  windshield  wipers  and  head¬ 
lights  before  leaving  to  go  on  a  trip,  he 
said. 

To  be  prepared  in  case  they  get 
stuck  or  have  mechanical  problems, 
motorists  should  carry  a  shovel,  blan¬ 
ket  and  flares,  and  those  traveling  in 
remote  areas  should  carry  food,  said 
Platt. 

According  to  Paul  Sorensen,  man¬ 
ager  of  a  local  towing  service,  mo¬ 
torists  could  bring  radiator  hoses,  fan 
belts,  water,  tools  and  a  flashlight  to 
help  take  care  of  minor  car  problems.

Arizona  is  the  place  for  sun 


Grand  County  officials  seek  nann}| 
for  canyon  along  the  Colorado  Rive0l'

Phoenix,  Ariz.,  is  nicknamed  the 
“Valley  of  the  Sun,”  and  for  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  searching  for  the  sun  during 
spring  break,  this  just  might  be  the 
place  to  find  it. 

April  temperatures  in  Phoenix 
range  from  the  high  80’s  to  low  50’s, 
according  to  the  Arizona  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Tourism. 

If  you  want  to  drive  to  the  sun, 
count  on  traveling  approximately  645 
miles  and  spending  10  to  12  hours  on 
the  road. 

Driving  south  on  U.S.  Highway  89, 
there  are  several  places  everyone 
needs  to  stop  and  see,  said  a  frequent 
visitor  to  the  state.  Brad  Wallace,  a 
yunior  from  Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  major¬ 
ing  in  accounting. 

The  south  rim  of  the  Grand  Canyon 
is  a  detour  from  U.S.  89  of  about  65 
miles  (round  trip),  taking  U.S.  High¬ 
way  180  at  Cameron. 

“The  Grand  Canyon  is  gorgeous, 
it’s  something  everybody  has  to  see. 
If  you  haven’t  seen  it,  you  have  to  go,” 
said  Wallace. 

Back  on  U.S.  89,  the  traveller  will 
drive  through  the  Painted  Desert, 
with  colorful  rock  and  sand  on  either 
side.  Approximately  20  miles  past 
Gray  Mountain,  on  U.S.  89,  is  Sunset 
Crater  National  Monument.  It  is  a 
hole  4,150  feet  wide  and  570  feet  deep, 
created  when  a  meteor  struck  the 
earth. 

At  Flagstaff,  take  U.S.  Alternate 
89  to  Sedona  where  you  can  see  Oak 
Creek  Canyon,  which  has  rock  forma¬ 
tions  that  are  considered  second  in 
beauty  and  coloring  only  to  those  of 
the  Grand  Canyon. 

The  next  place  to  visit  is  Jerome,  a 
“Ghost  Town”  32  miles  southwest  of 
Sedona  on  U.S.  Alternate  89.  Accord-

ing  to  the  book,  “Central  Arizona 
Ghost  Towns,”  many  historic  build¬ 
ings  are  still  standing  in  Jerome. 

From  Jerome  take  Interstate 
Highway  17  into  Phoenix. 


In  this  city  there  is  the  Heard  Mu¬ 
seum,  a  showcase  for  Native  Ameri¬ 
can  culture  and  Taliesin  West,  the 
desert  home  of  ardhitect  F'rank  Lloyd 
Wright,  to  visit.  Or,  if  you’re  in  the 


mood  for  more  of  the  outdoors,  Greg 
Wahlin,  a  junior  from  White  Moun¬ 
tain,  Ariz.,  majoring  in  design  engi¬ 
neering  technolo^,  recommends 
playing  golf  or  tubing  down  the  Salt 
River. 

“During  the  summer  there’s  usu¬ 
ally  30,000  or  more  people  tubing  on 
the  Salt.  It’s  lots  of  fun  to  do,”  said 
Wahlin. 

He  also  said  Supersition  Mountain 
and  the  Lost  Dutchman  State  Park, 
just  east  of  Mesa,  were  good  places  to 
go  for  hiking. 

Phoenix  is  quite  the  place  to  be  for 
“night  life”  too.  Scott  Rosenberg,  a 
junior  from  Tucson,  Ariz.,  majoring 
in  secondary  education,  said  Graham 
Central  Station  is  the  place  to  go  for 
dancing. 

Wallace  said,  “Most  of  the  really 
good  dance  clubs  are  down  by  Arizona 
State  University.  Utopia,  Rockin 
Freddy’s  and  Anderson’s  Fifth  Es¬ 
tate  are  all  really  good  places  to  go.” 

If  you  still  want  to  see  more  of  Ari¬ 
zona,  there’s  Tucson.  Just  outside  the 
city,  there  is  the  Arizona-Sonora 
Desert  Museum,  where,  according  to 
the  magazine  “Corporate  &  Incentive 
Travel,”  over  200  species  of  live  ani¬ 
mals  and  300  species  of  indigenous 
desert  plants  are  on  exhibit. 

Old  Tucson,  just  four  miles  from 
the  museum  is  another  fascinating 
place  to  visit.  “It  is  a  320-acre  site 
where  John  Wayne  made  several 
films.  Visitors  step  back  into  time  to 
see  live  gun  fights  reenacted,  take 
stagecoach  and  train  rides  and  tour 
sounds  stages,”  said  the  article. 

Kitt  Peak  National  Observatory, 
known  as  the  astronomy  capital  of  the 
world,  is  56  miles  southwest  of  Tuc¬ 
son  in  the  Quinlan  Mountains.  It  is  the 
site  of  the  world’s  largest  collection  of 
astronomical  instruments,  according 
to  a  travel  brochure.

Wyoming  can  offer  Old  West

The  wild,  wild  west  at¬ 
mosphere  can  be  recap¬ 
tured  at  national  parks 
and  resort  areas  in  a 
weekend  getaway  to  Wy¬ 
oming. 

Camping,  fishing  and 
hiking  can  be  experienced 
in  the  western  state 
where  more  than  5  million

Yellowstone  National 
Park,  located  on  the  bor¬ 
ders  of  Idaho,  Montana 
and  Wyoming,  is  an  eight 
hour  drive  from  Pi'ovo 
and  accessible  only  by

co-owner  of  a  travel  agency  in  Sheri¬ 
dan,  Wyo.  The  Grand  Tetons  are  lo¬ 
cated  50  miles  south  of  Yellowstone 
and  offer  the  same  attractions  as  Yel¬ 
lowstone. 

Yellowstone  is  more  of  a  sightsee¬ 
ing  park.  Barker  said  of  the  3,000  gey¬ 
sers  and  hot  springs,  river  canyons 
and  waterfalls.  “Grizzly  bears,  moose 
and  other  animals  can  be  seen  while 
driving  through  the  park,”  she  said. 
During  the  winter  months,  snowmo- 
biling  and  enclosed  tractor  rides  are 
favorite  attractions.  Campgrounds, 


said,  ‘Let’s  do  something,’ 
”  he  said.  A  stay  at  a  re¬ 
sort  or  camping  area 
motel  is  about  $45  a  couple 
per  night,  said  Barker. 

“There  aren’t  exactly  a 
lot  of  resort  facilites  for 
the  average  person  but 
Saratoga  Hot  Springs  is  a 
more  popular  one  and  is 
open  year  round,”  she 
said.  Saratoga  is  located 
150  miles  from  Laramie  in 
the  southeastern  area  of 
the  state. 

“Many  people  can  do  the 
guest  ranch  experience  at 
ranches  located  all  over 
the  state,”  said  Wallis. 
Guest  ranches  are  gener¬ 
ally  for  tourists  wanting  to 
experience  the  old  West¬ 
ern  lifestyle,  she  said. 

Star  Valley  ranch,  lo¬ 
cated  in  Star  Valley, 
Wyn.,  can  be  reached  in  a 
4  1/2  drive  from  Provo. 

“There  are  basically 
things  to  do  in  the  moun- 


trailer  sites,  cabins,  hotels  and  lodges 
are  available  for  overnight  stays. 
Park  motel  costs  range  from  $55  to 
$75  a  night  per  couple,  according  to 
the  agency’s  estimates. 

Jackson  Hole,  located  about  50 
miles  south  of  Grand  Teton  National 
Park,  is  approximately  350  miles  from 
Provo.  It  can  be  an  alternative  to 
Florida  during  spring  break  for  stu¬ 
dents,  said  Wallis.  “In  Jackson  the 
prices  are  lower  during  the  spring 
break  because  it’s  not  really  the  sum¬ 


mer  or  winter  tourist  time,”  she  said. 

“There  are  art  galleries  with  West¬ 
ern  art,  articles  of  clothing  and  Indian 
artifacts,”  she  said.  The  boardwalk 
around  Jackson  town  square  makes  it 
more  authentic,  said  Wallis. 

“Jackson  Hole  is  kind  of  like  the 
oasis  of  Wyoming,”  said  Adrian  Go- 
stick,  a  junior  in  advertising  from 
Grand  Prarie,  Alberta,  Canada,  who 
has  vacationed  in  Jackson  with 
friends.  “It  is  the  only  place  in  Wyo¬ 
ming  where  they  had  a  vision  and 


tains  like  float  trips  down  the  Snake 
River  and  hiking  in  the  Tetons,”  said 
Maurette  Bateman,  a  junior  from 
Star  Valley  majoring  in  elementary 
education. 

“People  can  also  go  waterskiing  at 
Palisades  Lake  at  the  north  end  of  the 
valley,”  she  said. 

A  week’s  stay  at  a  guest  ranch  can 
range  from  $250  to  $700  per  person, 
according  to  the  Travel  Commission.

Colorado  has  a  long  list  of  attrac¬ 
tions  including  Rocky  Mountain  Na¬ 
tional  Park,  the  Durango  Silverton 
Narrow  Gauge  Railroad  and  30  ski 
resorts. 

Rocky  Mountain  National  Park  is 
accessed  by  the  highest  paved  high¬ 
way  in  the  United  States  —  Trail 
Ridge  Road.  At  its  highest  point,  this 


road  has  an  elevation  of  12, 183  feet. 

The  park  is  an  alpine  tundra  with 
unique  plant  and  animal  life,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  National  Park  Service.  You 
can  hike,  camp  and  fish  here. 

The  Durango  Silverton  Narrow 
Gauge  Railroad  is  a  popular  tourist 
attraction,  according  to  Richard 
Grant,  director  of  communications  for 


the  Denver  Metro  Convention  and 
'Tourist  Bureau.  The  railroad  includes 
a  vintage  steam  engine  that  pulls  the 
train  through  the  San  Juan  National 
Forest. 

Colorado’s  biggest  tourist  attrac¬ 
tion  in  the  spring  is  its  ski  resorts, 
according  to  Grant.  He  said  Colorado 
is  recognized  as  having  “the  greatest 
ski  areas  on  earth.”  People  from 
Japan,  Europe  and  South  America 
come  to  Colorado  to  ski.  Grant  said 
this  may  be  due  to  Colorado’s  snow. 

“Denver  is  a  desert  area  with  a 
lower  humidity  than  Arizona.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  dryness  we  have  a  deli¬ 
cate,  light  powder  snow,”  he  said. 
Grant  said  Colorado  ski  resorts  are 
especially  attractive  because  they 
have  “better  shopping  and  dining  op¬ 
portunities  and  more  exciting  night 
life,”  than  other  ski  areas. 

But  Colorado’s  attractions  are  not 
limited  to  people  who  enjoy  outdoor 
activities.  Grant  describes  the  city  of 
Denver  as  a  shopping  center  with  a 
600-mile  radius. 

If  600  miles  sounds  like  too  much  to 
cover  in  one  day  of  shopping,  the  16th 
Street  Mall  in  Denver  is  a  mile’s 
worth  of  several  hundred  shops  and 
restaurants  on  a  street  closed  to  traf¬ 
fic  to  form  a  walking  mall. 

Grant  said  other  Denver  attrac¬ 
tions  include  the  U.S.  Mint,  one  of 
only  two  in  the  nation;  the  Denver 
Zoo  and  several  museums. 

The  quickest  route  to  Denver  from 
Provo  is  to  go  south  on  Highway  6  and 
access  Interstate  70  at  Green  River. 
A  more  scenic  route  is  traveling  north 
up  Provo  Canyon  through  Heber  to 
reach  Highway  40.  Follow  Highway 
40  through  Vernal  and  through 
Steamboat  Springs  to  Granby,  Colo. 

From  Granby  there  are  two  routes. 
One  route  continues  on  Highway  40 
over  Berthoud  pass  to  connect  with 
Interstate  70.  The  other  route  follows 
Highway  34  through  Rocky  Mountain 


National  Park,  then  continues  south 
through  Boulder  to  Denver. 

Before  you  leave  on  your  trip  to 
Colorado  throw  in  a  pair  of  shoes  or 
boots  for  hiking  (there  are  many  op¬ 
portunities  to  take  short  hikes  off  the 
highways  if  you  want  to  stretch  out), 
warm  clothing  (it  may  be  cold  even  in 
August  in  the  higher  elevations),  and 
don’t  forget  your  camera.

Louisville  clobbers  BYU  in  second  round

Pervis  Ellison  scored  24  points  as 
the  Louisville  Cardinals  clobbered 
the  BYU  Cougars  in  the  second  round 
of  the  NCAA  Basketball  Tournament 
at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Saturday  night,  97- 
76. 

Louisville  scored  the  final  10  points 
of  the  first  half  to  put  them  up  5 1  -42  to 
what  was,  up  until  the  10-0  run,  a 
close  ball  game  with  BYU  leading  by 
as  much  as  10  points  early  in  the 
game. 

“We  lost  the  ball  game  with  one  and 
one-half  minutes  remaining  in  the 
first  half  and  the  game  got  away  from 
us,”  said  BYU  Head  Coach  Ladell 
Andersen. 

Louisville  Head  Coach  Denny 
Crum  also  noted  his  team’s  run  to  fin¬ 
ish  the  half. 

“We  took  care  of  the  ball  and  I 
thought  we  played  well,”  said  Crum. 
“Our  most  important  spurt  came  at 


the  end  of  the  first  half.”  Louisville 
has  now  won  11  of  its  last  12  games 
and  will  advance  to  the  Southeast  re¬ 
gional  against  Oklahoma. 

Andersen  said  the  difference  in  the 
game  was  that  Louisville  was  bigger 
and  quicker,  plus  turnovers  hurt 
BYU  along  with  Louisville’s  shots. 
But  that  wasn’t  all  that  hurt  BYU’s 


saw  battle  for  the  lead.  BYU’s  last 
lead  was  42-41  before  Louisville’s  10-0 


game. 

“We  got  in  deep  foul  trouble 
tonight,”  said  Andersen,  citing  four 
fouls  on  both  Jim  Usevitch  and 
Michael  Smith  early  in  the  second 
half.  “That  hurt  us  for  sure.  Anytime 
you  get  into  foul  trouble  you  won’t 
function  quite  as  well,  especially  on 
defense.” 

The  first  half  saw  BYU  convert  on 
more  three-point  shots  than  two  point 
shots,  six  and  five  respectively.  The 
Cougars  jumped  out  to  a  6-0  lead  and 
extended  it  to  12-2  just  three  minutes 
into  the  game.  BYU  lead  until  the 
nine  minute  mark  of  the  first  half.  For 
the  next  seven  minutes  it  was  a  sea- 


To  make  matters  worse,  Louisville 
opened  up  the  second  half  with  five 
straight  points  before  BYU  scored 
again.  Louisville  maintained  a  15-20 
point  lead  for  much  of  remainder  of 
the  game,  leading  by  as  much  as  25  at 
one  point. 

“Anytime  you’re  in  a  tournament 
like  this  it’s  tough,”  said  Andersen. 
“They  made  us  change  our  shot.” 

The  Cougars  had  a  tough  time  get¬ 
ting  the  ball  inside  to  the  big  men 
which  resulted  in  several  turnovers. 
As  a  result,  BYU  was  forced  to  take 
more  outside  shots.  The  Cougars  took 
a  total  of  18  three-point  shots,  hitting 
eight  of  them  on  the  game. 

“That’s  fine.  You  take  the  shots 
when  you  can,”  said  Andersen.  “We 
needed  those  shots  to  fall  all  night.  If 
you  miss  them  they  turn  into  fast- 
break  points  for  the  other  team.” 

That’s  exactly  what  happened. 


Louisville’s  fast-break  attack  was 
effective  against  the  Cougars.  In  the 
first  half  alone,  the  Cardinals 
outscored  the  Cougars  14-2  on  the 
fast  break. 

BYU  finished  the  season  with  a  26- 
6  mark,  the  second  most  wins  by  a 
Cougar  team  in  BYU  history.  An¬ 
dersen  said  the  loss  was  a  hard  thing 
for  the  players  to  take. 

“It  was  a  letdown.  We  feel  like  63 
other  teams  will  feel  by  the  time  this 
tournament  is  over,”  said  Andersen. 
“There  were  tears. 

“I  thought  our  fans  had  a  great 
team  to  watch.  This  is  one  of  the 
greatest  group  of  guys  I’ve  ever  had 
the  privilege  of  coaching,”  said  An¬ 
dersen.  “We  have  to  be  very,  very 
proud  of  the  records  we  set.” 

The  Cougars  as  a  team,  and  individ¬ 
ually,  set  several  records  and  had 
many  highlights  throughout  the  sea¬ 
son.  Senior  forward  Jeff  Chatman  be¬ 
came  the  best  field-goal  percentage 
shooter  at  the  forward  position  in  the 


history  of  BYU.  The  record  was  held 
by  Fred  Roberts. 

Chatman  also  finishes  his  career  at 
BYU  as  the  fourth  highest  scorer  in 
Cougar  history.  Senior  guard  Brian 
Taylor  set  a  new  record  for  free- 
throw  percentage  shooting. 

This  year’s  team  holds  the  record 
for  the  most  consecutive  wins  by  a 
BYU  team  with  17.  They  were 
ranked  higher  than  any  other  BYU

Even  with  these  injuries,  BYU  was 
able  to  defeat  Kansas  6-3  after  a  slow 
beginning. 

Susanna  Lee  of  BYU  started  off  in 
the  No.  1  spot  and  lost  her  first  set  1-6 
but  then  rallied  back  and  won  the  next 
two,  6-1,  6-2. 

“I  started  really  slow,  but  I  then 
tried  to  hit  the  ball  with  more  control 
and  finally  got  my  rhythm  back,”  said 
Lee.

BYU  freshman  K.C.  Cline  was 
named  an  All-American  at  the  NCAA 
Swimming  Championships  in  Austin, 
Texas. 

Cline  set  a  new  school  record  in  the 
100-yard  backstroke  during  the  Fri¬ 
day  morning  trials  with  a  time  of 
55.75.  She  finished  second  to  world- 
record-holder  Betsy  Mitchell  in  the 
trials. 

In  the  Saturday  finals  Cline  got  off 
to  a  bad  start  but  still  managed  to 
finish  seventh  with  a  time  of  56.18. 
The  top  eight  places  were  declared 
All-Americans. 

“I’m  very  pleased  with  K.C.,”  said 
Cougar  Coach  Stan  Crump.  “She’s  in¬ 
experienced  in  this  level  of  competi¬ 
tion  and  she  got  a  bit  intimidated 
swimming  next  to  Mitchell,  so  this  is 
just  a  great  start  for  her.

The  BYU  Powerlifting  Team 
placed  second  in  the  nation  during  a 
national  meet  at  the  Air  Force 
Academy  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colo., 
where  four  members  of  the  team  were 
declared  collegiate  All-Americans. 

Competing  for  the  Cougars  in  the 
March  12th  meet  were  Quinn  Milling¬ 
ton,  who  won  the  198-pound  weight 
division;  Mark  Jones  at  123  pounds 
placed  third  and  Bob  Maloney  at  148 
pounds  was  disqualified.  Robert 
Ethington  at  181  pounds  and  Steve 
Pincock  at  220  pounds  both  placed 
fourth.

“Those  three  lifts  cost  us  about  70 
pounds  in  the  weight  total,”  said 
Ethington. 

The  Air  F' orce  team  took  first  in  the 
nation. 

“We  were  expecting  to  take  first,  but 
Air  F'orce  outmanned  us,”  said 
Ethington.  “They  had  several  women 
on  the  team  and  they  all  placed  first. 
They  outmanned  us  with  women.” 

To  qualify  for  nationals  the  lifters 
had  to  lift  a  certain  weight  total  in  the 
dead  lift,  bench  press  and  squat  ear¬ 
lier  in  the  season.

Wilcox  at  158,  were  the  only  two 
wrestlers  to  move  on  to  the  second 
day  of  the  toumment  after  their  first 
round  opponent  continued  to  win  and 
they  won  their  consolation  matches. 

BYU  118-pounder  Ray  Leonard 
was  one  of  six  wrestlers  in  the  tourna¬ 
ment  who  failed  to  meet  the  required 
weight.  Jeff  Tripp  (150  pounds)  was 
disqualified  because  of  a  skin  infec¬ 
tion.

Spring  break  in  Southern  California  is  synonomous  with 
Palm  Springs. 

According  to  Sgt.  Mike  Hanaven  of  the  Palm  Springs 
Police  Department,  between  10  and  15  thousand  students 
will  converge  into  the  normally  quiet  desert  resort  town. 

For  one  week,  more  students  will  be  sleeping  during  the 
day  than  at  night.  “Every  nightclub  in  town  will  be  doing 
something  every  night,”  said  Patrick  Farris,  director  of 
Publicity  and  Promotion  for  the 
Palm  Springs  Convention  and 
Visitor’s  Bureau.  “Also  a  week- 
long  volleyball  tournament  is 
being  organized.” 

Hanaven  said  the  police  will 
be  beefed  up  considerably  to 
handle  the  influx  of  students. 

“We’re  going  to  hire  off-duty 
Sheriff  and  California  Highway 
Patrol  officers  to  insure  more 
security.

“Our  existing  laws  will  be  enforced  more  strictly  be¬ 
cause  some  of  the  visitors  lose  their  senses  when  they’ve 
had  too  much  to  drink,”  he  said. 

Two  years  ago,  spring  break  in  Palm  Springs  made 
national  headlines  with  reports  of  public  intoxication  and 
widespread  vandalism  among  high-school  and  college  age 
individuals. 

Students  going  to  Palm  Springs  who  aren’t  interested  in 
non-stop  partying  can  seek  out  major  league  baseball 
action.  According  to  Anaheim  Stadium’s  Box  Office,  the 
California  Angels  will  play  exhibition  games'  in  Palm 
Springs  daily  d^uring  spring  break.  Reserved  tickets  are 
$5.00. 

Although  Palm  Springs  will  be  the  top  spot  for  college 
students  seeking  fun  in  Southern  California,  it’s  only  one 
of  many  places  to  visit  during  spring  break. 

According  to  Disneyland  information,  the  Anaheim 
amusement  park  will  be  open  during  spring  break  and  will 
feature  a  music  show  called  “Blast  From  the  Past,”  which 
is  a  nostalgic  look  at  music  from  the  50s  and  60s. 

Disneyland  might  be  out  of  reach  for  students,  how¬ 
ever.  Tickets  into  the  park  are  $21.50  for  adults,  which 


according  to  the  park,  includes  unlimited  use  of  all  attrac¬ 
tions  except  the  shooting  gallery. 

Disneyland’s  main  competition,  Knott’s  Berry  F'arm, 
located  in  nearby  Buena  Park,  will  also  cater  to  spring 
break  students. 

Knott’s  admission  price  is  $16.95  for  all  attractions  and 
students  19  or  under  can  get  in  for  $9.00  at  night  on 
weekends. 

Also  the  swimming  season  will  begin  in  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia  during  spring  break.  Lifeguards  will  start  work 
early  to  accommodate  beach  crowds  that  could  reach  mil¬ 
lions  if  warm  weather  is  the 
norm.  Surfers  are  advised  to 
surf  in  the  early  morning  to 
avoid  later  crowds. 

Students  seeking  to  get 
away  from  it  all  during  the 
break  can  try  escaping  to 
the  desert.  According  to  Bill 
Trusedell,  Chief  of  Joshua 
Tree  National  Park,  located 
just  east  of  Death  Valley, 
this  time  of  year  “the  weather  is  nice  and  the  wildflowers 
are  in  bloom.” 

Trusedell  advised  those  who  wished  to  camp  during 
spring  break  to  arrive  early  in  the  day  to  find  a  campsite. 
“This  is  spring  break  and  the  area  will  be  extremely  filled 
with  vacationers.” 

According  to  Trusedell,  visitors  to  Joshua  Tree  during 
the  break  will  include  both  students  and  people  trying  to 
escape  students  during  spring  break. 

Taking  off  to  Baja  California  is  an  alternative  for  stu¬ 
dents  during  the  break.  Tijuana,  located  at  the  border,  is 
only  two  hours  south  of  Los  Angeles  and  offers  shops  and 
bullfights  for  the  curious. 

Those  wishing  a  less  crowded  and  cleaner  Mexican  ex¬ 
perience  can  take  a  90  minute  drive  through  Baja  and  shop 
or  eat  in  Ensenada,  a  picturesque  city  with  a  resort  hotel 
and  beach  nearby.  'The  highway  from  Tijuana  to  Ensenada 
is  known  for  its  cleanliness. 

The  virtually  trash  free  road  is  dotted  with  signs  re¬ 
questing  that  garbage  not  be  thrown.  There  is  a  small  toll 
(less  than  a  dollar)  to  use  the  the  highway. 

Finally,  animal  lovers  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  both 
the  San  Diego  and  Los  Angeles  Zoo  will  also  be  open.
